HOBART GARLICK; MEMORIAL

L ike a bolt of lightning stunning the entire village came the 
startling news Monday m orning that Hobart Garlick, pioneer hotel 
man and civic leader of Palm Springs, had taken his own life the 
night before at his beloved Oasis Hotel, thus bringing to a close a 
career of outstanding service in this w inter resort. 


IN POOR HEALTH 


Afflicted by ill health, grieving 
over the death of his wife two 
years before, Mr. Garlick, 57, a 
leading resort hotel man of C ali­ 
fornia, com m itted suicide w ith a 
revolver some tim e between the 
hours of m idnight, Sunday, M arch 
24, and 2 a. m. He had been in 
very poor health since the death 
of Mrs. Garlick, failing rapidly 
the last few months. 
He had been bedridden for sev­ 
eral weeks and had talked d e ­ 
spondently of the death of his 
wife, Mrs. Isabelle Garlick, in No­ 
vem ber, 1938, and of his ill health. 
Funeral services for m em bers 
of the fam ily only were held at 
3 o’clock W ednesday afternoon 
in the chapel at M ountain View 
cem etery, San Bernardino. 
The 
fam ily requested th at no flowers 
be sent. O fficiating at the fu n ­ 
eral w as the Rev. Charles C hap­ 
man, Episcopal m inister of San 
Fernando, brother-in-law of the 
deceased.

CENSORED 
Editor George Pi. Dunn, of the Half Moon Bay 
Review, has earned a professional pat on the back 
from fellow newspapermen as well as approval of 
readers for a unique and thought-compelling edi­ 
torial on the war-time censorship now imposed 
upon all newspapers in warring nations. In a re­ 
cent issue, Editor Dunn left a large editorial space 
blank, save for the word “censored” in large black 
type, and printed beneath: 
“This blank space represents a thoughtful 
pause in the lives of all of us. The above is com­ 
mon in European newspapers. 
It is the opposite 
of what we cherish: freedom of speech. 
Censor­ 
ship means dictatorship, which in turn means a 
people ridden by hate and fear and violence. 
See 
to it that it doesn’t happen here!” 
Centuries before Democracy became a politic­ 
al actuality, the immortal Dante expressed the in­ 
separable union of free expression, in speech and 
the published word, with true human liberty in the 
sentence: “Give light and the people will find their 
own way.” 
Newspapers are fallible, like other 
human institutions—sometimes wrong, sometimes 
even unfair in a given instance. But so long as all 
men, of all shades of opinion, are free to think and 
say and write and read what they choose, the peo­ 
ple of a nation cannot long be misled on the facts 
of any fundamental issue. 
In a world where half 
the population already is at war, and half the 
newspaper readers already stare at blank spaces 
and wonder blindly what the censor deleted, that 
California editor’s warning, “See to it that it 
doesn’t happen here,” is none the less profound be­ 
cause of its telling simplicity.

We have it on good au 
thority that the program publish 
er did not even wait to receive 
the bid from “Printer One” but 
arbitrarily let the job to the Po 
mona company before the local 
bid was received. We have learn­

“Printer One" of Palm Springs 
was low, Pomona was about the 
same, only slightly higher, and 
Palm Springs "Printer Two” was 
high. 


W hen 
we

cal "Printer O ne" contactad the 
program 
publisher. 
"Printer 
One" asserted that the job had 
already 
been 
let 
w h en 
he 
phoned in his bid. The Circus 
program publisher said 
that 
was false. 


“Then why didn’t I get the job 
if I was low?” asked “Printer 
One.” “Because ‘Printer Two’ told 
me you couldn’t handle the job,” 
was the answer. “Why didn’t you 
ask me about that.” asked Print­ 
er One: “Would I have bothered 
to bid on a job if I couldn’t pro­ 
duce it?” 


"A nyw ay, the Pomona com ­ 
pany is going to throw in an 
engraving." the local 
printer 
w as inform ed. Oh! so all the 
printers w eren’t asked to bid 
on the sam e basis. Is that fair? 
"Besides w e w ere told that you 
knew w hat the others had bid 
before you turned in your ow n 
bid," local "Printer One" was 
inform ed. (Silly, isn’t it? What 
printer is going to tell another 
what his bid is before the job 
is let?) 


The local printer asserted that 
persons who had seen the bids 
told him that he was low. The 
Circus program publisher then 
reversed himself and claimed no­ 
body could have known what the 
various printers bid because only 
he, the editor and publisher of 
the Circus program, saw the bids. 


The local printer asked w hy 
the Pom ona paper didn't lake 
care of all the free publicity in 
Palm Springs for the Circus in 
place o f the local papers, as 
long as it was getting th e fat 
job. Oh! 
That w as different! 
The Pom ona Progress B ulletin 
couldn't fill its colum ns w i t h 
Desert Circus n ew s as do the 
Palm Springs papers. 


-An analysis of the Circus pro­ 
gram will show what a money 
maker it is and how it took busi­ 
ness away from local papers that 
support the Desert Circus 
and 
pay business license fees. 


If all 2000 official programs 
w ere sold (which is

A crisis then con­ 
fronted the schools of California 
and of the nation. 
War service 
had stripped the teaching person­ 
nel, and an apathetic public, oc­ 
cupied with the other cares of 
those disturbed times, seemed 
willing to permit the entire school 
structure, consistently developed 
through the nation’s history with 
so much sacrifice and of pioneer­ 
ing effort, to come virtually to the 
point of collapse. 
There were 81,279 schools in 
the United States closed for lack 
of teachers: 41,900 were being

300.000 had had no special train­ 
ing: 150.000 of these teachers

age and 65,000 were teaching on 
temporary permits. 
In California the State Depart­ 
ment of Education had declared 
that there was a shortage of not 
fewer than 1200 teachers and that 
600 schools had been closed— 
mostly in the rural districts. 


First M eeting Focuses 
Public A ttention 
At the first and pioneer ob­ 
servance of Public Schools Week, 
in addition to focussing public at­ 
tention upon the critical condi­ 
tion in which the schools found 
themselves, and especially the 
rural schools, a specific subject of 
vital interest to the California 
schools was emphasized by the 
speakers. This was Constitution­ 
al Amendment No. 16 on the No­ 
vember ballot of that year, by 
which the public was asked to 
establish in the Constitution a 
fixed amount of state funds for 
each pupil in average daily at­ 
tendance in the elementary and 
in the secondary schools. 
That amendment was carried. 
School leaders e v e r y w h e r e 
throughout California gave gen­ 
erous credit for the successful 
passage of the Amendment to the 
efforts made by the Masons of 
California in their first Public 
Schools Week observance. 
Indeed, such was the success of 
that first effort in directing the 
attention of the public back to 
their school system that, although 
the immediate crisis passed, each 
successive Grand Master contin­ 
ued the. observance until it has 
become a firmly established an­ 
nual activity. 
But the movement was not 
destined to remain solely under 
the fostering care of the crafts­ 
men of the Masonic order. 
So 
quickly did the message com­ 
municate itself not only to par­ 
ents and taxpayers but to the 
public generally, that within a 
few years the annual observance 
became in fact a genuine com­ 
munity affair. 
P.-T.A. Contributes 
Powerfully contributing to this 
tremendous development in pub­ 
lic interest in the annual school 
week, was the vast organization 
of the California Congress of P ar­ 
ents and Teachers and their sub­ 
sidiary 
units. 
Throwing 
their 
great strength into the common 
cause, 
the 
American 
Legion 
brought to the front their pres­ 
tige and their state-wide and 
community leadership. 
Women’s organizations, service 
clubs. Chambers of Commerce, 
agricultural and labor groups, of­ 
ficial 
life—state, 
county, 
and 
city—swung into line in a mag­ 
nificent cooperative accomplish­ 
ment, the entire effort at all times 
having the loyal and enthusiastic 
support of school men and wo­ 
men. 
The picture spreads in like 
proportion over the entire State, 
through the urban as well as 
the rural communities. 
It was 
estimated that last year approxi­ 
mately one-fifth the total adult 
population of California either 
visited their community schools 
during the week or attended 
meetings. 
Public 
Schools 
Week 
thus 
serves to acquaint the people 
with what the schools are doing, 
so that the people can then more 
properly judge of the value they 
receive from the tax dollar in 
education. 
The increase in attendance dur­ 
ing the twenty years of the ob­ 
servance, an increase that can 
with conservativeness be called 
little short of phenomenal, con­ 
stitutes the best evidence of just 
how close the schools are to the 
people of California and how 
close the people, in turn, are to 
our schools—the most cherished 
of our American democratic in­ 
stitutions.

Lake Hodges—Fishing is im ­ 
proving at Lake Hodges as the 
w ater is clearing fast. Some good 
sized bass w ere taken this past 
week, also fair to good catches of 
crappie. 
Flies and spinners are 
the 
best 
lures 
for crappie at 
present, and bass are being taken 
on both floating and sinking type 
plugs. 
L ake Mead—A 
few days of 
w indy w eather have made bass 
fishing rather spotty on Lake 
Mead this week. 
On calm days 
the best catches have been re ­ 
ported in the vicinity of O ver­ 
ton, Pierce’s Ferry, and Temple 
Bar. 
Red 
and 
w hite 
under­ 
w ater plugs and minnows have 
been th e best lures. 
A few very 
large fish, 8 to 11*4 pounds, w ere 
checked in this week at Pierce's 
Ferry, and a 9Ms pounder was 
brought in at Overton.

L ast week it was decided th at 
the Palm Springs D esert M u­ 
seum w ill definitely be reopened 
next season. This week a m em ­ 
bership drive was launched by 
m useum officials with 300 five- 
dollars annual m em berships the 
goal, thus to insure enough money 
to tak e care of m aintenance e x ­ 
penses and director's salary for 
next season. By Thursday night 
42 villagers had already answ er­ 
ed the call and paid their m em ­ 
bership dues for next year. 
M useum officials have express­ 
ed th eir hope “is to serve the 
com m unity and to m ake the M u­ 
seum a receptacle for the desert 
lore unique to this region and 
to preserve a record of its history, 
geology and Indian legend.”

which have proven so popular in 
the past.” 
Donations Wanted 
To m ake sure th at the m useum 
is to be re-established on a solid 
foundation it has been decided 
to sell a large num ber of the an ­ 
nual m em berships at five dollars 
each to take care of m aintenance 
expense 
and 
director's salary. 
However, for establishm ent of 
the museum, for expansion year 
by y ear and to insure its per­ 
m anency the m useum 
officials 
will rely on donations m ore sub­ 
stantial than th e five dollars for 
a membership. 
The 
five-dollar 
m em bership 
will entitle the m em ber to par­ 
ticipate in all m useum activities 
including lectures and field trips 
for the season 1940-41, w ith a 
certain num ber of guest slips. In 
order to insure th e full operation 
of the museum next season a to­ 
tal of 300 m em berships or ap­ 
proxim ately $1500 will 
be re­

from about Dec. 1 to A pril 15, 
according to present plans.
